The Boy Train Wrecker's Trial 


at Rome, N,Y,, Shows Ibe 


Defense's Rand. 


CLAIMS N.YC.O, NEGLIGENT 


IXTRODFCES 
EVIDENCE TO 


SHOW THAT YOUNG 1IILD. 


RET II COULD NOT HAVE 


BEEN AT THE WRECK.

ROME, N. Y., May 6.—The trial of the 


boy 
train-wrecker, 
Hildreth, 
today 


developed the line of defence his lawyer 
will make—both that the railroad wreck 
at Rome was caused by negligence and 
that Hilbreth was not and could not have 
been on the scene of the wreck. 


When court convened Counsel Bearle 


for the defense began the opening address 
to the jury at 9.10 o'clock. He said: "The 
district attorney took two days to prove 
two rails were removed. Why was the 
conductor of the wrecked train dis- 
charged, also the whole crew? Why does 
the great Central road take such interest 
in the case? Why does it send dectives 
from all over tbe state? We will tell you 
about the alleged confessions claimed to 
have been made by the boy's own free 
will. If it were not for the alleged con- 
fessions you would say the wreck was due 
to the negligence of the road. If there 
was not negligence, why were the em- 
ployees discharged? 


"The Central road would," said Hild- 


reth's counsel, rather blame the boys than 
fight claims for damages, resulting from 
their own carelessness. It is cheaper for 
the road to pay Wilkes for perjury than 
to pay damage claims. We will show the 
track was not In good.condition the day 
before the wreck. 
We will show pieces 


of rotten sleepers found at that point. 
This boy is innocent of the crime of mur- 
der. Even the alleged confession shows 
he took no part in the wreck, but said 
and did all he could to prevent it." 


The counsel cited numerous cases where 


confessions 
had proven 
untrue. He 


pointed to the fact that when Hildreth 
was arrested the officer would not allow 
Mr. Sayles, his attorney, to see him, but 
permitted the railroad detectives to bull- 
doze him until the boy would have con- 
fessed anything. He went on to tell of 
action the part of Hildreth not compat- 
ible with an adventurer's desires. He 
made a strong appeal for sympathy. His 
address lasted fifty-one minutes. When 
he finished Hildreth, his father and aunt 
as well as several of the jurors were in 
tears. 


Jennie Carver, a chamber maid in the 


hotel where Hildreth boarded, testified 
that Hildreth'n room was the same as any 
other morning showing every evidence 
of having been occupied on the night 
of the wreck. 


Charles Vand»walker testified that he 


saw the defendant in the hall of the 
second floor of the hotel at 2 o'clock the 
night of the wreck. 
By questioning, the 


defense plainly showed it would attempt 
to prove an alibi.

WILL SPAIN SHOOT THEM ? 


American Citizens Said to be Doomed 


and the Senate is Inter- 


ested Today.

NEW YOKE, May 6.—The following des- 


patch from Madrid seems to foretell the 
doom of the men (American citizens end 
all) who were captured aboard the Amer- 
ican filibustering ship Competitor. The 
despatch reads: 


'Madrid, May 6.—Havana despatches 


say the American newspaper man, Hamil- 
ton, will be released, but all others cap- 
tured aboard the Competitor will be shot 
despite protests from Washington."

American citizens taken aboard the Com- 
petitor being shot. 


When the upper house met Senator 


Call wanted immediate action on his res- 
olution requesting the president to pro- 
test against the execution of American 
citizens taken aboard the schooner com- 
petitor by a Spanish gun boat. 


Senator Sherman moved to refer the 


resolution to the foreign affairs committee- 
Mr. Coll protested saying with death 
hanging over American citizens the sen- 
ate should act. 


Senator Pasco differed with Mr. Call 


saying be had had several interviews with 
the secretary of state and learned that 
Mr. Olney was doing everything possible 
in all this class of cases. 


Mr. Call expressed vigorous disagree- 


ment with his Florida colleague. 
The 


resolution was referred to the foreign 
affairs committee. 


There was a further intimation of a 


revival of the Cuban question when Mr. 
Morgan moved to refer to the foreign 
relations committee the resolution he 
introduced some time since for the recog- 
nition of the belligerency of the Cuban 
insurgents. 


New developements, he • said, 
had 


occurred since congress passed the Cuban 
resolutions, and he hoped some firm, 
determinate action would be taken before 
congress adjourned. He did not believe 
congress could afford to leave the question 
in its present state.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The house was 


surprised today, as the country will prob- 
ably be, that the end of congress is in all 
probability less than two weeks away. 


Immediately after the journal was read 


Chairman Dlngley of the ways and means 
comittee sprang a surprise. He offered 
for immediate action a joint resolution 
authorizing the president of the senate and 
the speaker of the house to terminate the 
first session of the fifty-fourth congress at 
2 o'clock p. m. Monday, May 18. 


The reading was received with an out- 


burst of applause from both sides. 


Mr. Wheeler, Democrat of Alabama, 


insisted upon time to discuss the resolu- 
tions. Mr. Dingley yielded five minutes 
which Wheeler occupied in denouncing 
the majority for proposing to desert its 
post. He said tbat during the campaign 
of '94 the Republican party pledged itself 
to tho relief of the people from existing 
depression. 


"Caused by the Democratic party," 


interjected Mr. Milliken "Republican of 
Maine." 


Mr. Dingley made no answer to Mr. 


Wheeler. The resolution was put to a 
vote and carried without a division. 


As a joint resolution, and being intro- 


duced by the leader of the majority, this 
probably means adjournment a week from 
next Monday. 


When the house met the prospect of a 


continuous session of twenty-four hours 
on the special order adopted yesterday 
was set aside today, and Wednesday, May 
13, was set for the consideration of private 
pension bills, 405 of which bills are on the 
calendar. 
Chairman Pickler 
of the 


invalid pension committee avowed tbat he 
intended to ask the house to remain in 
session all night if the members could be 
induced to remain.

The Amount of Coil North Adams has to 


Pay-For. 


The city uses up for heating purposes 


in the public schools and municipal build- 
ings nearly 900 tons of coal during the 
year which means an expense of about 
$1000. The contract for furnishing coal to 
the city this year has been awarded to R. 
A. Sykes & Son of State street. 


The amount is distributed approxi- 


mately as follows:, City hall, forty tons; 
police station, twenty-five tons; city farm, 
forty-four tons; pump house, 160 tons; W. 
F. Hodges shop, four tons; reservoir, four 
tons; Church street school, sixty-five tons; 
Drury academy, 201 tons; Union street 
school, forty-seven tons; State street 
school, fifty-seven tons; 
Braytonvllle 


school, twenty-one tons; Veazle street 
school, twenty-six tons; Beaver school, 
five tons; East mountain school, four 
tons; Waldcn district school, four tons; 
tenement at Drury academy, seven tons; 
new Braytonville school, thirty tons; 
Hose 1, seven tons; Hose 2, ten tons; 
Hose 3, seven tons. The kinds used are 
stone, egg and chestnut. The coal for 
use at the public schools is usually put in 
for the most part during the Bummer 
vacation,

An Opinion that the Water Works Through 


from Hudson Brook. 


A. W. Preston is of the opinion that the 


water which has broken out at Briggsville 
comes from Hudson brook. He says the 
subsoil between that point and the brook 
is all clay and he thinks the water has 
worked through between the clay and the 
surface noil. Others regard the tempera- 
ture of tbe water, 48 degrees, as an indica- 
tion that it comes from a much greater 
depth. Tbe temperature of the water is 
the same as that from tbe artesian wells 
at Zylonite, which are several hundred 
feet deep. Whatever its source, the vi ater 
is making serious trouble by rendering 
the north branch of the Hoosac unfit for 
washing purposes in the mills, and unless 
the difficulty can be overcome the damage 
will be great.

'\ he , oaloua attention of the board of 


public works to their duties and the 
heart;, inttrDst they have in the city's 
veil'ai • is shown by [he time they give to 
their j. ublic duties. Anyone who is about 
the c y hall may know that these men 
are ir consultation and advisement very 
l.-eqiu itly. Morning?, noon and night is 
their 11 me of labor for this city. 


This board has now began the work of 


improvement of our streets and our 
sewer-. 
Some of the plans for street 


improvement may be found in another 
column of this paper. This is a hard task 
to act innphsh. This board, too, has the 
uncrn i.ible duty of completing the Notch 
reservoir. 
All this work will be con- 


scientiously done. It will be done with 
the btst judgment that these men possess, 
and tl.ese men will have the public con- 
fidenct- and should have and will have 
public sentiment with them, for they 
deserve it.

chief distributors of news. They cover 
the entire United States and Canada in 
the distribution of news, and the whole 
world in co.looting it. The press associa- 
tions today use 64,000 miles of wire of the 
Western Union company in the handling 
of news; and 35,000 miles of that is leased 
from the telegraph company and used by 
the press associations exclusively. The 
wires are manned with operators em- 
ployed by the associations, and the sole 
duty of the telegraph company Is to keep 
them in repair. 


Now note- the ingenuity of the press in 


handling great news quickly. Suppose 
that an important piece of news of 10,000 
•words length happens in New York city 
at a late hour for the afternoon or 
mornine papers in Chicago. How is it to 
be handled for it must be bad? Does it 
go all in one 10.000 word story? Cut into 
ten or twelve parts it is given to as many 
operators in New York,as many direct 
Chicago wires are kept hot with it fora 
few moments, and it is partly in type in 
Chicago before it has all left New York. 


Here in North Adams in the TRANSCRIPT 


office, every day is illustrated the marvel- 
ous work of such a news-gathering agency 
as the Associated Press. The news of the 
death of the Shah of Turkey at Teheran, 
far away in Asia was actually in our office 
one day last week, because of the differ- 
ence in time, at an earlier hour of eastern 
United States time than that hour of the 
same day on which the assassination oc- 
curred. Yet to accomplish that it meant 
that the news of the assassination had to 
have time to reach a reporter's ear, that 
rcpoi ter get. access to the temple where 
it occurred, write his despatch, get It on 
to an associated press wire and then come 
10,000 miles.

Something About the Plans of 


the- Board of Public 


Works. 


WILL MAKE PERMANENT ROADS. 


DREAM SUPERSTITIONS. 


Cannot Do It All this Year, but Will 


Make a Bejlnnlnj. Paving Has Got 


to Come Some Time. 
To 


Make Stone Roads. 


The work of cleaning the streets and 


putting them in passable condition has 
been going on for some time under the 
direction of Superintendent Berry, .but 
the real repairs and permanent work have 
not yet been begun. 
The amount of 


money appropriated by the council and 
he lively Interest in the subject on the 
part of the people will doubtless result in 
more and better work on the streets this ! 
year than was ever before put upon them 
In any one season. 


This department of tbe public service 


conies under the supervision of the board 
of public works, and the members of that 
board are determined that something 
shall be done more than the mere patch- 
work which has characterized the man- 
agement of our streets to far too great an 
extent in the past. 


An effort will be made to get the state 


to continue the state road from Greylock 
to the Main street bridge. If this can be 
done the city's outlet in that direction 
will require no more attention for a long 
time and the public resources and the 
energies of the road officials can be ex- 
pended upon the other streets and high- 
ways of the city to good advantage. 


A steam road roller has been provided 


for by the council and will be purchased 
at an early day. 


In addition to paving gutters where the 


roads wash badly, and fixing up the roads 
for the most part in the usual way, it is 
proposed to make some permanent road 
this year, and this plan, once introduced, 
will probably be continued from year to 
year; for if anything ia demanded by the 
people and tax payers of the city it is 
that something substantial be done by 
way of improving the public thorough- 
fares. 


Trap rock will be used for permanent 


roads. In speaking of this matter W. G. 
lady, chairman of the board of public 
works, said that a good quality of trap 
rock 
can be obtained at Greenfield, 


Waltbam or Monson. Each place claims 
to have the best rock, but that obtained at 
Greenfield is probably as good as either of 
he others, if not superior. Greenfield has 
been making stone roads for a number of 
years and as a result the streets pf the 
village are for the most part in excellent 
condition. 
Nearly all large towns are 


now supplying themselves with road 
rollers and building more or less perma- 
nent road every year, and the investmen 
is found to be profitable in every case. 


Mr. Oady is of the opinion that the time 


is close at hand when paving will have to 
be begun on the principal business streets, 
He believes granite blocks to be the 
material for real service, but says there is 
usually more or less objection to their 
introduction as they render a street rather 
noisy. For this reason vitrified brick are 
used in some places. These maKe a very 
good pavement and are not as noisy as 
granite. Many miles of this sort of pav- 
ing have been laid in Rochester, N. Y., 
and it is also used in other places with 
good results, though it cannot be claimed 
to equal granite in quality. 


However, the question of paving and 


paving material will probably receive no 
attention in this city this year. 
There is 


now a disposition to give stone, or macad- 
amized roads, a fair trial. 
The work on 


State and Bank streets, has not proved 
satisfactory, and some believe the stone 
used was not the proper material. 


The most encouraging"thing at present 


is public sentiment on the question of 
roads. 
The officials and the people en- 


tirely agree that marked and permanent 
improvements are in' order. 
The tax 


payers are willing to foot the bills if they 
can have the worth of their money, and 
with such a feeling as this there is reason 
to believe that North Adams will in a 
very few years pull itself out oft the mud 
and stt n 1 upon a firm footing. 


The 
need of «, movement in this 


direction has long been urgent. 
The 


council in making a liberal appropriation 
recognized it,and the board of public works 
in its efforts to give the city something 
substantial in the line of street improve* 
ment will have the hearty backing of the 
entire community.

A Detmtlw Tolls a Story of • Hold Up No* 


In tho Bills. 


"This story about a gang out west 


scheming to hold up a train with Vnnder- 
bllt, Depew and other rich moat on It," 
remarked a detective ton Washington Star 
reporter, "reminds me of one similar than 
occurred in my bailiwick when I was 
working In California." 


"As to how?" questioned the reporter. 
"A chap out there camB to HYo just as 


the fellow did in the case of this detective 
and said he wus one of a gang that was 
going to hold up a train with a lot of 
Frisco millionaires aboard, but that as I 
bad been a friend to him when hn needed 
It, which was true, or ho would have then 
been wearing the stripes, he was going to 
givo tho snap away. It looked to mo to be 
the chance of my life, and I at once began 
operations to thwart the robbers. I told 
tho chap to go ahead and help tho gang 
get ready for tho train, and that when It 
was held up they would bear something 
drop, and that ho bad better koepin a safe 
place or It might bo him along with the 
others. Tho train left Frisco one night 
at U o'clock, and I was Informed that tbe 
holdup wus to t:il;o placo In a lonesome 
spot about an hour out of Frisco. I had 
a carload of armed men ready. 


"As wo struck the dangerous place I 


was pretty nervous, and so wasoveryhody 
olso, but wo moaut business and braced up 
with a drink or two for whatever work we 
might have. It came at last with a light 
on tbe trncV, where n man stood swinging 
a lantern, nnd tho train pulled up. As it 
stopped there was a volley of half a dozen 
chots pourod into tbo train from tho woods 
near the trnck, which my men responded 
to on tho spot, much to my chagrin, for I 
hud wanted tho robbers to board us, where 
wo could have thorn in good shooting po- 
sition. Sly men were green, though, or at 
least most of them were, and thoy were GO 
rattled by the volley that thoy forgot what 
they were doing and banged away. 


"Nothing was left then but to givo 


chase, which wo did for a fow hundred 
yards through the woods, but thoy got away 
in tho dark, and wo found nothing except, 
as wo came bai.U to tho train, my frloud, 
tho informer. Him wo found lying in tho 
gutter on top of his lantern, scared bait to 
death. Wo took him in, and as tho train 
pulled out I explained his part in tho 
affair, and tho millionaires were so pleased 
with his heroic conduct in saving them 
that they made np a pony purse of C1,GOO 
and presented it to him on the spot and 
offered him a railroad job whoro ho might 
havo a chance tu lead a new life. 


"Ho took tho money and the job, and 


tho next time I saw him bo was in jail at 
Sacramento with a millet bole in him. Be- 
fore ho <]uib living, however, he told mo 
with a laugh that tlio hold up was a fnko 
from start to finish nnd that his wifo did 
the shooting from tba woods with a re- 
volver and ran away as fast as she could. 
They figured that the rich men would 
malio np some sort of purse, and if they 
didn't got mure than $100 it would have 
repaid them amply for all their expense 
and trouble. As for the risk, there wasn't 
any. I wa<3 glad nobody heard the scoun- 
drel tell his story, for it made me mighty 
sore, and I never told it till I had been 
away from. California for flvo years."

All of 
which indicates that men not only live in 
Nebraska, but they enjoy life and keep on 
living in Nebraska. 


Nebraska's fourth governor is In cnoh 


goad health that ho is being mentioned as 
a possible United States senator for the 
term beginning threo years benco. Ne- 
braska's fifth governor is mentioned as a 
candidate for congress at tho coming elec- 
tion and Its sixth governor is engaged ac- 
tively in earing for tho political interests of 
William McKiuley in this etnte. 


J. Sterling Morton acted as governor of 


Nebraska territory for nearly three months 
in 1881—35 years ago—and ho is now tbe 
most talkative mem her of tho cabinet. 


Nebraska's war governor, Alvin Soun- 


ders, is living today. Ho was governor of 
tho territory from 1SC1 and was reappolnt- 
ed in IS05—the signing of his commission 
being onoof the last cuts of President Lin- 
coln's life.

A Scientific Prison Cell. 


One of tho neatest inventions that havo 


been made recently is tho ono planned by 
F. V. Simms. Mr. Simms was greatly In- 
terested in the Jail delivery nnd Immedi- 
ately after tho prisoners escaped he set to 
work to devise a plan to prevent any sim- 
ilar occurrwuoo. Mr. Simms proposes to 
surround each cell by on airtight compart- 
ment. This will be filled with carbon di- 
oxide under u pressure much higher than 
that of air. 
In each compartment there 


will bo a small retort containing lumps 
of marblo, covered by diluted sulphuric 
acid. This will flll the tank with gas. In 
another part of the compartment a small 
rubber balloon, partly filled -with air or 
other gas, is held in place by a wlro frame. 


Fastened to the top of the balloon is a 


thin mecal platB connected to an electric 
tvh'c. Directly over tho plato is tho point 
of a screw, to which the other wiro is fas- 
toned. This scruw is turned until it al- 
(uo=t touches the plato and the wires aro 
Connected with a bell and a battery. 


Whon a prisoner onco bores a hole 


IhrouKh tho wall of his coll, the carbon 
dioxide fills the room and he is asphyxiat- 
ed. In tho meantime, the pressure being 
reduced In tho compartment, tho balloon 
wUl expand and the plato will como in 
tontact with a screw. When the circuit is 
eJosed the boll will ring and arouse the 
turnkeys. Mr. Simms did not explain 
nboutvcnti'.stion, and this seems to be the 
chief drawback to tho plan. It would bo a 
[implo matter for tho prisoner to open his 
windows and allow tbe gas to o&capa.— 
Louisville Post. 


Mr. LBbonehere'BlTlUbiutBriiic Confessions* 


During the Crimean war I was an at- 


tache at the Washington legation, and as 
this was abovo 40 years ago I do not sup- 
pose that I nm disclosing secrets in saying 
what then occurred. We received orders to 
recruit a force for jtho Crimea. This was n 
fad of L'jrd Panmnro's, who wns then wnr 
minister. Sir John Crnmpton, our minis- 
ter, vainly wrote to explain that this might 
got us into trouble) with the United States 
government. The only reply was an order 
lo obey. So wo did. I was sent to New 
York to look after tho recruiting there. 
Wo had a °blp in tho harbor, and wo found 
no difficulty in filling it. A recruiter got 
$5 per man, nnd the man $o, accompanied 
with many promises of good things. When 
Iho ship was full, It was sent to Nova Sco- 
tia, where we had as governor an old sol- 
dier with the reputation of being able to 
knock any regiment into shape. The gov- 
ernment of tho United States eoon got 
wind of our procoedings at Now York and 
at Niagara, where wo had n Hungarian 
employed to slip recruits across tho frou- 
tier. Tho result was that the members of 
tho legation at Washington and tho con- 
suls at New York and ono or two other 
places received their passports. What par- 
ticularly aniusod mo was that tho consul 
at Now York had had nothing to do with 
tho mattei. 


But we Imd elaborated a far grander 


scheme. Wo had found a sort of filibuster- 
ing general, who hud agreed to provide us 
with several thousand men who were to 
bo recruited in Texas and tho adjoining 
southern states. These were to bo com- 
manded by tho general. Tho negotiation!; 
wont off because, while we wore prepared 
to Rivo him the local rank of general In 
tho Crimea, be insisted upon bolng mado 
what ha called a full finnoriiju'n tho British 
army. 
Tu this wo could not assent. 


I never could discover what became of 


my New York recruits. They wosc landed 
in Nova Scotia, and shortly afterward tho 
governor telegraphed that they hod re- 
bell'd and that ho was going to take stops 
to reduce them to a fitting etato of disci- 
pline. This was the last heard of tliem.-i 
London Truth.

Blue Graan Came Frain Indiana. 


"I notice by the papers that somebody 


in the south part of tli'o state wants tJ . 
know where blue grass first started," sni.l j 
Professor John Collutt, ox-state geologist. 
"A great many pcoplo contend that it) wn-i 
first found in Kentucky, but tills is net 
so. Blue grass is a native of the Wnbas'i 
valley, In Indiana. It was found by Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison's troops during that 
solemn march to Tippocanoo iii 1811. 
Harrison gathered a small army at Obi) 
Falls and started north. At Vincennei 
the gallant heroes realized that they ooulil 
not go 200 miles up tlio Wubnsh without 
feed for their horses. General Harrison 
had two cribs of corn nt Terre Haute anil 
persuaded the men to go on. As they 
came on with hungry borses anil scant feed 
they found the ground covered with l>lu-> 
grass. Six miles west of Newport, on tin: 
Collctt farm, was found n bountiful supply 
of blue grass. Some places in the bottom 
it, was growlng threo foot high, and such 
feod bad Dover boen heard of by tbe Ken 
tucky soldiers. 


"At State Lino City more blue grass was 


found, and from there to Tlppecauoa tlxi 
wholo line of march was covered with bluu 
grass. Tha eeed was carried back to Ken 
tucky and sown thore, but thoy could not 
make it thrive alone in the warm soil, and 
it had to be sown with oats and ryo. Mr. 
,8andusky, the father of the present family 
of that name, told me In an early day that 
110 blue grass grow in Kentucky until after

medicine closet. This docs not mean that 
B whole cupboard out of the scnnt supply j 
of tbe average flat must bo given over to 
medlclho bottles and plasters. 


There are on sale at all furnishing stores 


nnrt at mosf of the dry goods shops medi- 
cine cabinets, varying in size nnd in make, 
but all of them falling within the average 
housokoepGT's means. One of these should 
be fastened out of reach of the children in 
the mother's room. 


Tbo properly equipped medicine cabinet 


is at least half closed nnd locked. In this 
compartment tbo poisons which are house- 
hold remedies should be kept. 
Ammonia 


tml alcohol belong to this class as well as 
laudanum and arnica. Salves, lotions and 
the like may bo kept on the unguarded 
thclf compartment. 


Antidotes for poisons, liniments for 


stings, cuts and bruises, plasters and 
pli-nty of material for bandages should be 
kept in tbe closot. Mustard, ready to mako 
B piaster, should be there. Witch hazel, for 
torus and burns, should not be forgotten, 
iror tho helpful, simple soda, nor potash 
for gargling.
